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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant's amendment, filed 08/21/03 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-4, 6-8, 11-19 and 50-54 are pending. 



Species Election 

2. Applicant is required under 35 USC 121 (1) to elect a single disclosed species to which the 
claims would be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable and (2) to list all 
claims readable thereon including those subsequently added. 

3. Applicant is required to elect a specific method of activating T lymphocytes, comprising 
one specific type of T cell activation , such as proliferation or production of cytokines or 
undergo apoptosis, as recited in claims 15-19. 

4. Applicant is further required to indicate aggregation of which specific combination of 
antigens, recited in claim 4, correlates with elected specific type of T cell activation. 

These species are distinct because each specific type of T cell activation differ with respect to 
the specific combination of antigens involved and mechanisms of activation ; thus each specific 
method represents patentably distinct subject matter. The examination of species would require 
different searches in the scientific literature. 



5. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. §1.141. If claims are added after the 
election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
